Samuel  Seng,  of  the  senior  class,  has  recently  been  honored  with 
a  scholarship  awarded  by  the  Chinese  Government  to  enable  him  to 
continue  his  studies  for  the  coming  year.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that 
these  scholarships  are  made  possible  by  the  return  to  China  of  the 
indemnity  granted  the  United  States  after  the  Boxer  troubles.  The 
amount  has  been  put  into  an  Indemnity  Fund,  and  is  used  for  scholar¬ 
ships  in  the  United  States.  Mr.  Seng  is  taking  unpaid  practice  at 
Columbia  University  Library. 

Mr.  Spofford,  of  last  year’s  junior  class,  now  Librarian  of  the 
University  Club,  Chicago,  writes: 

One  day  this  week,  Dr.  Grenfell  visited  the  library ..  .and  I  was  able  to 
give  him  a  little  information  on  war  medical  books,  having  the  day  before  looked 
over  the  special  war  number  of  the  Library  Association  Record.  Preparedness, 
you  see  ! 


Miss  Kaercher  (1915)  writes  from  her  home  town,  Pottsville,  Pa.: 

I  wish  you  could  see  one  of  the  school  buildings  within  the  town’s  limits. 
It  is  an  old  tin-covered  mine  engine-house  painted  red,  standing  at  the  side  of  a 
coal  bank  and  surrounded  by  a  few  miners’  houses.  It  has  one  teacher,  a  quaint 
old  Irishman,  who  teaches  the  younger  children...  My  first  visit  was  made 
on  rather  a  bleak  day,  and  yet  several  of  the  children  were  without  shoes  and 
stockings.  Never  have  I  seen  more  miserable  and  apathetic  faces.  This  year 
we  are  going  to  send  them  a  school  collection  and  I  expect  to  go  out  each  week 
and  charge  the  books  and  work  in  a  story  at  the  same  time. 


Mr.  Ralph  Gossage,  a  junior,  who  gave  up  his  work  temporarily  to 
go  to  the  front,  writes  from  Holland,  where  he  is  helping  in  a  camp 
of  Belgian  refugees,  mostly  women  and  children,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  War  Victims’  Relief  Committee  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 
He  says: 

The  only  service  open  to  me  was  in  Holland,  in  service  of  Friends  War 
Victims’  Relief  for  Belgians.  So  here  I  am  at  Uden,  a  camp  of  five  thousand 
homeless  Belgians.  Fifteen  hundred  of  these  are  children.  The  Danish  Govern¬ 
ment  has  provided  cottages  for  them.  These  houses  are  collapsible  and  will  be 
taken  by  Belgians  into  their  own  country  when  the  war  ceases. 

Our  work  is  largely  directing  and  beginning  crafts  of  all  sorts.  Four 
women  workers  and  two  men  workers  for  so  large  a  camp  find  themselves  very 
busy.  The  Belgians  are  like  children.  Today,  I  completed  a  mat-weaving  loom 
and  succeeded  in  getting  two  men  trained  into  its  use.  Other  machines  will  be 
built  when  this  model  has  proved  itself.  Our  broom  and  brush-making  is 
going  on  well.  We  have  several  fair-sized  orders  for  brushes  placed  in  military 
camps  in  Holland  and  with  concerns  in  England.  Toys  have  begun  to  take 
shape — :  clowns,  French  poodles,  funny  little  pigs,  a  large  engine;  many  varie¬ 
ties  of  dolls  lend  a  charm  to  our  great  workrooms.  The  women  do  many  very 
remarkable  bits  of  work.  Old  garments  are  transformed  into  many  useful 
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smaller  articles.  To  see  the  old  dirty  garment  and  then  behold  in  what  manner 
it  takes  new  form,  is  to  be  astonished  past  recovery.  Many  useful  things  are 
made  with  needle  and  fingers  —  rugs  and  dresses,  slippers,  spats,  and  every  sort 
of  handy  thing. 

There  are  many  interesting  features  in  the  arrangement  of  this  great  camp 
out  here  among  the  canals  and  windmills.  The  camp  is  well  arranged  into  all  the 
divisions  found  in  a  small  city.  Here  you  have  post  office,  church,  hospital, 
stores  where  points  (paper  money)  are  currency,  and  a  theatre  which  is  run 
by  the  Belgians,  general  schools,  one  technical  school,  and  several  clubs.  The 
Flemish  language  in  rather  its  lower  form  is  spoken;  some  few  speak  French. 
The  camp  is  really  a  military  camp.  A  very  proper  Dutch  Colonel  acts  as 
burgomaster.  He  is  very  much  pleased  with  the  wrork  done  with  these  people. 
This  is  one  of  four  such  camps  in  Holland,  and  is  probably  the  largest.  The 
other  camps  are  at  Gouda,  near  Rotterdam,  Edam,  and  the  newest  at  Nunspeet 
on  Zuyder  Zee. 

We  are  planning  Christmas  with  these  Belgians.  They  are  all  saving  their 
points  —  3  points  per  week — (it  takes  50  points  to  make  a  guilder  in  Dutch 
money)  and  are  working  up  many  scraps  of  ribbons  and  old  clothes  into  charm¬ 
ing  presents.  The  English  Friends  are  also  helping  them  with  home-made 
presents,  as  such  are  far  more  desirable  than  bought  ones.  It  occurred  to  me 
that  perhaps  the  Library  School  might  find  it  a  privilege  to  help  these  fifteen 
hundred  Belgian  children  with  little  home-made  toys  of  one  sort  and  another. 
The  Belgians  are  easily  pleased,  even  the  adults  are  children  in  curiosity.  The 
English  folks  are  sending  Christmas  cards. 

There  is  no  end  to  the  story.  The  many  interesting  events  that  connect 
with  these  people  will  find  place  in  another  letter,  if  it  is  your  pleasure  to  hear 
them.  My  trip  from  Boston  to  Liverpool  was  quite  unusual:  two  nights  running 
blind  in  the  war  zone  and  escaping  twice  from  German  submarines;  seven  days 
in  London,  meeting  three  committees  and  trying  to  see  London  (typhoid  vacci¬ 
nation  thrown  in) — was  quite  rapid  enough  (also  one  Zeppelin  raid).
